A weekly review of develop¬ 
ments on the Home Front • May 
22nd to 29th, 1941. 

Entire cheddar cheese produc 
tion of Quebec and Ontario ear¬ 
marked by the Dairy Products 
Board for export to Great Bri¬ 
tain. Ninety-three per cent of 
all cheese exported from Canada 
comes from Ontario and Quebec. 

Dominion tax of 25 p.c. on 
manufacturers* sales of soft 
drinks in effect May 23rd. 

Contracts placed by the De¬ 
partment of Munitions and Sup¬ 
ply during the week ended May 
16th, numbered 2,867 and totall¬ 
ed $12,705,199. 

One complete infantry batall- 
ion from Quebec, one complete 
reconnaissance batallion and a 
number of Field Artillery batt¬ 
eries, Field Companies of Engin¬ 
eers, Supply, Ordnance and Med¬ 
ical units to be mobilized im¬ 
mediately for active service. Les 
Voltigeurs de Quebec is the in¬ 
fantry batallion accorded the 
honor of mobilization. 

Gross value of commodities 
produced on Canadian farms in 
1940 estimated by Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics at $1,235,* 
714,000 as compared with $1,- 
224,616,000, the revised estimate 
for 1939. 

To May 26th, 13,597 recruits 
have been accepted to undergo 
the four months compulsory 
military training. A further 
class will be called in June. 

Over the past year, Canada 
has been authorizing expendi¬ 
ture of some $30,000,000 month¬ 
ly for new plants and equipment 
to provide war material. Total 
plant commitments to date ex¬ 
ceed $425,000,000.
